REPORT FROM THE 
CHIEF EXECUTIVE OFFICER 





The fiscal year 1986-87 was one of solid 
progress at Science North, marked by the 
adoption of clearly defined objectives for the 
centre, continued improvement of exhibits, 
and encouraging visitor attendance trends. 


In September 1986, The Coopers and 
Lybrand Consulting Group began an 
intensive review of Science North operations. 
The review included extensive public and 
stakeholder consultation in Sudbury and 
throughout Northeastern Ontario. Using 
these findings as a springboard, Science 
North's Board of Trustees and staff worked 
with the consultants to articulate a set of 
objectives for the centre. The resulting 
strategic plan and mission statement have 
given Science North a clear sense of purpose 
and direction, laying the groundwork for a 
bright future. 


This positive outlook is reflected by Science 
North staff who are committed to improving 
programs and developing new exhibits. 
During the reporting period, Science North 
embarked on several major projects thanks to 
generous financial support from the Ontario 
Ministry of Citizenship and Culture and 
continued support from the Sudbury 
community. 


Community support for Science North has 
been growing. Surveys conducted in the sum- 
mer of 1986 showed attendance by Sudbur- 
ians rose by 10 per cent. A direct mail tele- 
marketing campaign in November of 1986 in- 
creased memberships from 445 to 760, a total 
which represents approximately 1,900 people. 





Record breaking attendance by school 
groups, representing more than 20,000 
pupils in 1986-87, underscores the 
importance of this major market and the 
potential of Science North as a major 
educational resource. Attendance records 
were also set at the Big Nickel Mine 








Sault Ste. Marie students put their hands up for school 
programming. 

as an all-time high of close to 68,000 people 
visited the attraction during the 1986 season. 


Overall attendance at Science North decreased 
slightly during the fiscal year but this has not 
dampened the centre's future outlook given 

its positive long-range planning, the 
dedication of its Board of Trustees and staff, 
and the solid support of the Sudbury 
community. 


FUNDING 


The reporting period represented Science 
North's first fiscal year as an agency of the 
Ontario Ministry of Citizenship and Culture. 
Agency status has given Science North 
stability and the ability to complete formal 
long-range planning. 


The centre received an operating grant of 
$1.64 million from the Ministry of 
Citizenship and Culture in 1986-87. Another 
$600,000 was provided for exhibit 
development. This funding enabled Science 
North to complete many new exhibits, 
including the suspension of a magnificent Fin 
whale skeleton, the production of the unique 
Sudbury Mining Show and major 
improvements to the Biosphere area. 


In January, 1987, Science North received a 
further $2 million grant from the Ministry for

renewal. The grant was split three ways. 
One million dollars was used to establish a 
capital renewal endowment fund for future 
renewal of the centre and its 14 acre 


property. 


Of the other $1 million, some $650,000 was 
budgeted for development of new exhibits.

Work has begun on a new "Starspace 
Theatre" in the centre's Astrosphere, which 
will unite fibre optic and computer 
technologies to bring the night sky to life 
with unmatched clarity. Biosphere staff have 
collected a ‘Beluga’ whale skeleton for 
reconstruction. Science North's popular 
Swap Shop has moved to the third floor of 
the exhibit building to provide more room for 
display of natural artifacts and to increase its 
visibility. The former Swap Shop area is 
being renovated to create a "Fun Wall" of 
light-hearted, interactive experiments which 
set the tone for further participation by 
visitors on the exhibit floors. 


The remaining $350,000 was spent on a 
variety of exhibit support projects including 
the installation of a flexible and comfortable 
seating system in the Cavern. The new 
seating system comfortably accommodates 
300 people for viewing the centre's 3-D film 
presentations, special movies, lectures and 
slide shows. The system can be quickly 
removed to free the Cavern for rental to 
community groups seeking banquet and 
reception facilities. 





EXHIBIT DEVELOPMENT 
HIGHLIGHTS 


«The suspension of a 23-metre long Fin 
whale skeleton in Science North's ramp area 
was, by far, the most ambitious addition to 
the exhibit program and one which attracted 
national publicity. The skeleton, weighing 
almost 1,800 kilos, stretches from the first 
level of the exhibit building to the fourth 
level. The success of this project, completed 
in October 1986, inspired staff to plan the 
recovery and reconstruction of a Beluga 
whale skeleton, the only species of whale 
found in Ontario.

«In December 1986, the 3-D movie "Ontari-

Sudburians who attended the movie's local 
premiere had a chance to meet producer 
David Mackay. "Ontari-Oh!" and Science 
North's own highly acclaimed 3-D film 
"Wilderness" are among the centre's major 
drawing cards and rank with the very best in 
3-D cinematography in North America. 


The Biosphere area acquired a new star for 
its small creatures area in 1986, Amik the , 
beaver. He required a new "home". Amik's 


pond features glass walls enabling visitors to 
see the beaver swimming underwater. A 
stone ledge next to the pond gives Amik a 
place to rest and visitors an opportunity to 
touch this endearing symbol of Canada. 


eIn February 1987, the Humanosphere area 
unveiled a new 'SmokeLESS' exhibit, 
funded and developed in co-operation with 
the Heart and Stroke Association of Ontario, 
the Sudbury Nipissing District Lung 
Association, the Canadian Cancer Society, 
and the Ontario Ministry of Health. This 
exhibit offers participatory experiments 
which compare the impaired heart and lung 
functions of smokers with the healthy 
physiology of non-smokers. Dr. Andrew 
Pipe, Chairman of Physicians for a Smoke- 
Free Canada, described ‘SmokeLESS' as the 
"best exhibit of its kind in Canada".

SPECIAL EVENTS 


Science North has become a centre for special 


events in Sudbury and plans to become a 
focal point for events for all of Northeastern 
Ontario. 


eIn early April 1986, 200 people from 
Sudbury, Sault Ste. Marie and many other 
cities boarded two chartered Air Canada jets 
for a once-in-a-lifetime chance to view 
Halley's Comet. The Science North charters 
made three hour flights to the Ohio River 
Valley. Participants, with the help of 
Science North staff and members of the 
Sudbury Astronomy Club, enjoyed a clear 
Many of the comet while circling at 35,000 
eet.

eIn January 1987, Science North presented 
guest speaker Harrison "Jack" Schmitt, the 
first scientist and only geologist to walk on 
the moon. As part of the Apollo 17 crew, 
Dr. Schmitt travelled to Sudbury in 1971 to 
survey and compare the unique geology of 
the area with that of the moon. 
Approximately 950 local residents braved 
inclement winter weather to attend the 
astronaut's lecture and slide show. 


¢Science North's role as an important 
educational resource in the community is 
highlighted each year as it hosts the annual 
Sudbury Regional Science Fair. More than 
200 local students participated in the most 
recent fair, held in the spring of 1986, vying 
for a chance to participate in the Canada-wide 
Science Fair. Science North also hosts an 
annual Science Olympics, during which local 
high school students match wits in a variety 
of educational and entertaining science-related 
contests.

COMMUNITY INVOLVEMENT

¢During the fiscal year, Science North added 
two new Categories to its membership 
program. Residents have the option of 
joining one of five membership categories: 
Family Plus, Family-Dual, Individual Plus, 
Individual, Student-Senior. A direct mail- 
telemarketing campaign in November 1986 
boosted memberships from 445 to 760, a 
total which represents about 1,900 people. 


¢Science North now has 100 adult volunteers 
who regularly donate their time and talents to 
assist scientific program staff. Another 160 
young people, ages 13 to 18, are also active 
in the volunteer program.

°A highly visible marketing campaign was 
launched in the spring of 1986 in the lucrative 
Northeastern Ontario and Southern Ontario 
markets, with billboards, posters, lure 
brochures and radio and television 
advertising encouraging potential visitors to 
"Make Contact" with Science North. Radio 
and television advertising was concentrated in 
all major markets in Northeastern Ontario and 
in Metro Toronto and Barrie. 


«Media relations efforts in Northern and 
Southern Ontario continued during the 
reporting period. As a result, Science North 
received a great deal of favourable exposure 
in such national publications as the Globe & 
Mail and Toronto Star, as well as through 
local and regional media. 


¢Science North participated in motor coach 
industry marketplaces in Canada and the 
United States. Total attendance at Science 
North and its three related attractions by tour 
company passengers reached 17,663 in 1986. 


¢A large part of Science North's marketing 
thrust is carried out in co-operation with other 
Northern Ontario attractions, private sector 
firms, and government agencies and these 
efforts continued through the reporting 
period. Science North received support from 
Cavalier Beverages to purchase advertising in 
Northeastern Ontario and Barrie. 


«The successful "Three Steps North" 
newspaper campaign, a co-op venture 
between Science North, the 30,000 Island 
Cruise Lines, and Agawa Canyon train tour, 
was again implemented in the summer of 
1986. This was the second year thai this 
campaign was launched. Half of the cost to 
mount the "Three Steps North" campaign 
was provided by the Ministry of Northern 
Development and Mines. 


¢In co-operation with Texaco Canada, 
Science North also began to distribute 
discount coupons at all Texaco locations in 
Northern and Central Ontario in the summer 
of 1986. This was the first of a two year 
co-operative agreement with Texaco Canada. 





TOURISM IMPACT 


eScience North's operation of the Big Nickel 
Mine, the Path of Discovery, and the Cortina 
boat cruise has given the local tourism sector 
a much needed boost in terms of employ- 
ment, variety, and quality. 


«Science North directly provides 43 full-time, 
year-round jobs and 48 other full-time 
equivalents in part-time and temporary 
employment.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Year ended March 31, 1987 


Science North, previously incorporated under the laws of Ontario without share capital, 
was recreated as an Agency of Her Majesty under the Science North Act, 1986 by the 
Ontario Legislative Assembly. The principal activities of Science North (hereinafter 
referred to as the "Centre") include the operation of an exhibition centre demonstrating the 
relationships between science and technology and everyday life to tourists and visitors to 
Northern Ontario and the surrounding communities. 


SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT REPORTING PRACTICES AND 


ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


Significant Reporting Practices 


The financial statements of the Centre 
have been prepared by management in 
accordance with generally accepted 
accounting principles with the follow- 
ing exceptions: 


I. Depreciation is not recorded in the 
accounts and the cost of replacements are 
accounted for as charges against the fund to 
which they pertain. 


II. Capital grants, donations and pledges 
other than for specific purposes are accounted 
for on a cash basis. 


III. Vacation pay is provided for in the 
accounts to the extent of part-time and non- 
permanent employees only. 


Because the Centre receives funding for 
special purposes as well as for operational 
purposes, the financial statements are 
presented in a manner which segregates the 
following fund balances: 


I. Expendable Funds, consisting of: 


a.) General funds, which present the day-to- 
day demonstrative, administrative and 

maintenance operations of the Centre. Costs 
incurred by the fund relating directly to other 


funds are accounted for as a transfer between 
funds. 


b.) Capital funds, which present those 
funds made available for capital acquisitions 
from government grants, donations and 
certain special fund raising activities. 
Unexpended capital funds represent 
budgeted capital expenditures not yet 
incurred. Unfinanced capital represents 
capital expenditures made but not yet 
financed. 


c.) Special funds, which present those 

funds provided by granting agencies, 
benefactors and contracts, the expenditure of 
which is restricted to a specific purpose. The 
fund also includes proceeds from the sale of 
any exhibits. 


II. Endowment Funds, consisting of: 


Endowment funds provided by the Province 
of Ontario or any other benefactor which 

are restricted as to purpose and expendability. 
Only interest earned on such endowed funds 
may be expended and in most cases is 
restricted to a specific purpose: 


This financial statement presentation is a 
change from the prior period, however it 
involves solely the restatement of amounts 
previously reported upon to comply with the 
funds basis adopted for the current year.

1. SHORT-TERM INVESTMENTS 
The short-term investments of $1,500,000 earn interest at 6.94% and are due April 10, 1987. 


2. ENDOWMENT FUNDS 


In February 1987 the Centre received a $1,000,000 endowment from the Province of Ontario. 
Pursuant to the terms of the endowment agreement, the Centre is obliged to invest these funds 
and maintain the principal intact for a period of at least 10 years. Interest earned on these 
funds, amounting to $7,589, is available for capital purposes at the discretion of the Centre. 


3. ECONOMIC DEPENDENCE 

Pursuant to the Act which established Science North, the Centre receives capital and annual 
operating assistance from the Province of Ontario which has the power to appoint the Board of 
Trustees who in turn manage the affairs of the Centre.
